near their camp. We have lost all of our Fall supply of 
provisions, moat of our clothing and all of our household 
things—have saved a part of our library and bedding, 
and all our miniatures—while some of our neighbours] 
on the other road have been robbed of ali their miniatures 
and everything of value, but have not had their houses 
burned. 

We have been for the past three weeks occupying an 
unfinished stone building at the entrance of the town • 
and as the nights have been very cold, we have suffered 
from exposure, and also, for several days, from hunger 
All of our supplies were cut off and there was no bread 
material to be had in Lawrence for two weeks. For a 
long time the men in the quarters subsisted mostly on 
baked squashes and pumpkins. The ruffians stole all the 
melons and vegetables in the country. They tore down 
our new wire fence, tore up all our vines, cuttingup green 
squashes and melons, and throwing them into the road. 
They even desecrated my darling’s grave, robbing it of i 
the flowers and bushes I had planted there. This week 
r“®When “off ®0“® ^teat for another 

year, and next week he is coming after me and the chil¬ 
dren. We shall have twenty men go right to work 
rebuild our house. We have no place to cook, eat 
sleep in, and I shall have all those men to cook for and 
nothing to do with. Oh! how I dread it! but we must 
have a shelter for the Winter and must get along some 
way until we can fix up a house again. We are now, late 
in September, put back where we commenced the 1st of 
April, minus the money and time we have spent and the 
things plundered and destroyed. E. beeps up good cour¬ 
age still, though he is worn down with night watching, 
exposure and toil. I cannot tell you now what I have 
suffered when he has been sent off on posts of danger or 
as a night scout, or of my feelings that night of the en¬ 
counter of the two conflicting armies so near our house, 
or on the day when I saw long lines of the ruffian army 
advancing npon the outskirts of Lawrence, when no men 
were left here to protect the town. I am constantly 
receiving urgent requests from different sources for me to 
write all the particulars respecting Kansas affairs, but 
oh 1 it is so wearisome and I almost hate the sight of a 
pen. How can I be expected to suffer what I have, to live 
““men”orthepart“of"MrMo“sq^^ and labour as I am obliged to do and keep my children 

m , ..i,.,—inooot alive, and yet have anytime or strength to spend in 

writing? I am tired to death of the state of things; tired 
of witnessing them, tired of thinking about them, and 
tired of writing about them. 

I have to-day beeu trying to get a few things together 
towards housekeeping again. The merchants are asking 
enormous prices for everything and speculating out of 
our necessities, and most of the capital sent on here, I am 
persuaded, is engrossed by a few of the Lawrence citizens 
who have never sacrificed or suffered an iota, while the 
real sufferers derive no benefit whatever from it. We 
cannot even get pay for our horse that was killed under 
Capt. Cbambqg in the battle at Col. Titus’s, wbiie hun¬ 
dreds of Free State loafers, who could never have earned 
a horse in their lives, are now in possession of noble teams ; 
and I regret to say that plunder has not been confined to 
the Pro-Slavery ruffians. Our cause, though just, is 
cursed by many unworthy men, who have espoused it 
merely to make capital of some kind, personally, out of

THE REIGN OK TERROR IN KANSAS. 

The following extract of a private letter from a brave 
ud noble woman who, with her husband and little ones, 
aigrated to Kansas from Monroe Co., N. Y., will give 
ir readers some idea of the sufferings and perils through 
■hich the wives and mothers in that doomed Territory 
lire been called to pass under the reign of Border Ruf- 
instigated and sustained by the United States 
the purpose of extending slavery.

Lawrence, K. T., Sept. 26th, 1856. 

Ott the afternoon of the Ist inst., I sat down by little 
Ihrj’s grave aud wrote a long letter to you, intending to 
little on the 2d and send it off by the same dt 
The Ruffians had come on the day previous i 
hrge body and encamped behind the bluff just beyond 
koe, and their scouts and spies were visible in every 
lirection around me while I was writing. Still, I did not 
tfprehend immediate danger, until I saw the smoke and 
1 arising from the burning buildings of several Free 
men on the Leoompton road beyond us; and then, 
Wryiag to the house, I told B. (my husband) we had ] 

■ prepare for our doom. Night was advancing, and 
keoald not find his cattle or remaining horse, with which 
haaipe or to carry off anything; so we hid onr mina- 
towaad a few keepsakes in the grass, and E. took some 
kJiitets aud secreted himself for the night in the prairie 
pm, where he could watch our house and the approach 
f the ruffians. I remained alone with the children and 
t a sleepless night of agonizing suspense, still hoping, 
ifftey came on and saw our defenceless state, they might 
W attempt any violence to me or the children, and pos- 
Wf might spare a shelter to our heads.

He is also (as indeed all the Federal officers must 
do) favouring the Pro-Slavery party, but will probably 
maintain some faint semblance of protection to the Free 
State mtn until after the election, when we all apprehend 
there will be more bloody invasions than ever before.

Cincinnati, Oct. 10,1856. 

The neglect bf the last Presbyterian General Assembly, 
New School, to take any efficient action looking to the 
removal of slaveholding from the Church is by no means 
satisfactory to its anti-slavery members, whatever the 
Evangelist and other papers may say to the contrary. The 
Western Reserve Synod, one of the largest and most in- 
flneatial in the Church, at its Annual Meeting, last week, 
adopted resolutions condemning, in strong terms, the in¬ 
decisive course taken by the last Assembly, and recom¬ 
mending their delegates in the next Assembly to briag 
action iu the constitutional form (in accordance with the 
law as laid down by the report which was adopted by the 
last Assembly) against the Presbytery and Synod of Mis¬ 
sissippi, to which a certain minister belongs who confessed 
in the late Assembly to being the owner of six slaves, and 
defended slavery as an institntion. Let the Presbytery 
or Synod be enjoined to show cause why this clergyman 
is not dealt with for this offence and the subject wiU be 
brought up in such a direct way that it will be seen whe¬ 
ther the resolutions adopted at Detroit, in 1850, declaring 
slaveholding an offeno*! mean anything ; or whether the 
three exertional eases mentioned are designed practically to 
shield aU slaveholding. As a sign of the times it may be 
mentioned that the Christian Herald of this place, a conser¬ 
vative paper, recommends- the anti-slavery men in the 
Church, who wish to do something definite and effective, 
to take this matter in this form before the next Assem¬ 
bly. Those who think that the agitation has been quieted 
by the learned report on the powers of the Assembly, 
adopted last May, are much mistaken. The Church may 
; move as rapidly as we conld wish, but there will be 
peace nor rest until slaveholding is banished from 
commonion. 

The Cincinnati Conference of the Methodist Church, 
which met this week, at Ripley, adopted, with great nnani- 
mity, resolutions decidedly in advance of anything before 
done by that body, in reference to slavery. They recount 
the teaching of the Discipline and the action of former 
Conferences on the evil of slavery, and condemn the late 
aggressions of the Slave Power, especially the ill-treat¬ 
ment and expulsion of Methodist ministers from Kansas 
by the Pro-Slavery Ruffians. This seems to have aroused 
the indignation of the members of the Conference, and 
they have passed resolntion? which some years ago would 
have been deemed fanatical, and as interfering with poll- ] 
tics. No doubt exists as to the position of the Methodist 
preachers of the North-west in the pending contest. It 
has been ascertained that nine-tenths of the ministers in 
the Ohio and Indiana Conferences will vote for Fremont. 

Political excitement is stiU increasing among us as the 
day of election approaches. On Tuesday evening, the 7th 
inst, the Republicans had an immense toroh-light proces¬ 
sion, the first display of the kind they have made here, in 
which at least 8,000 persons took part. It was a moat suc¬ 
cessful and magnificent demonstration, encouraging onr 
friends and opening the eyes of our opponents. The prooea- 
Sion was subjected to attacks and outrages from evil dis¬ 
posed persons along the whole line of march. Transpa- j 
rencies were smashed, many driven from their places in 
the line and many spectators on the sidewalks injured. 
This was done by men and boys shonting for Fillmore, who 
thus sought to manifest their hatred to Freedom and the 
Republican party, which, in despite of efforts to the 
contrary, is growin g in vigour and inflneA e. p.

reason. It astonished him greatly, it seems, to find that,

o n nainted them, but men of intelligence and refine-

There are many wiseacres whose plan of alencing all 
opposition, all sentiments they are nnnsed to, is to ask 
dare to differ from the wise and good who have 
gone before us, whose shoe-lachetewe were not worthy to 
nnloose. Flogging is justified by the example of Solomon. 
Socrates sacrificed to idols. Isabella of Castile horned 
heretics and carried on the slave trade. Fenelon toadied 
Louis the Fourteenth. Washington was a slaveholder. 
Even though the great man cf the American people be of 1 
id as Mr. Speaker Banks, he and they may be 
all in the wrong and you and I may be quite right 
thinking that for a Union as well as for many another 
whistle a mighty nation, as well as a foolish school boy, 
ma^ give too muob. 

I don’t snppose it is merely because yonr Constitution 
your Constitution that people venerate it so unreason¬ 
ably, but because it is the basis of the Union, the palla 
dinm of yonr nation’s greatness. I wish some sensible 
who looks on the Union in this light would take the 
trouble to explain to ns what these are worth, if they can 
only be retained by keeping slavery too. And if slavery 
is to be kept, by what conceivable line of policy can | 
Liberty and Slavery be kept from qnarreling perpetually 
and steeping the United^ States in an everlasting bath of 
hot water ? ' 

When yonr Free Soil politicians talk in their loose way 
about the value of the Union, their determination to up¬ 
hold it, and maintain the rights of North and South with 
fidelity and so forth, they seem entirely to overlook the 
impossibility of their undertaking. The freedom professed 
and the slavery practised are utterly irreconcilable. Has 
: taken this bull by the horns, and attempted 
to solve the gigantic problem. Suppose the Northern 
Free Soil politicians gain their point and elect Fremont, 
and that he does all they ever expected him to do, by 
giving Kansas to the free States and beating back the 
aggressions of the Southerners—why, then, my dear fel¬ 
lows, you will be as far as ever from a solntion of yonr 
difficulty. Slaves will still rnn away and their owners 
after them. There will still be Jerry “ 
still Sims and Barns will be returned to bondage, Sumner 
will be caned, and, now that the slaveholding rowdy 
representatives have had their taste of blood, plebian 
waiters will he murdered, and the bloody stream of] 
Sonthern outrage and cruelty will flow on as c 

Who believes that irritation and ill blood will not 
be perpetually kept on as long as this ill-starred Union 
continues? The " Radical Abolitionists ” stick by a Consti¬ 
tution with an anti-slavery interpretation, thongh nobody 
believes in tbeir interpretation but themselves ; they 
staunch in their fidelity to an anti-slavery Union, with the 
whole South ready to hang them all as soon as they 
catch them. Can nobody be found to explain to me 1 
this Union can be maintained with slavery in it ? or if i 
how is slavery to be got out of it?. The Disunion scheme 
appears the easiest and the wisest, but then nobody but 
the Abolitionists ventures to entertain the idea. Are not | 
the American lovers of liberty who are determined 
keep hugging slavery to their bosoms rather than give up 
tbe Union like the Italian brigands who would "shoot 
traveller and rob him afterwards rather than cut meat o 
Friday, or tbe Scotchman who fteely gets drunk on Sui 
day but would on no account break the Sabbath by doing 
a stroke of worldly work on the sacred day—or the mil¬ 
lions of people the world over who are more loyal to their 
superstitions than to the higher laws of truth and duty 
which they also profess to obey ? 

The English are now giving remarkable proof of the] 
common remark that they are mnoh more a practical than 
a' theoretical people. Whilst the Abolitionists were at 
work for a quarter of a century and got a mere handful 
of the children of John Bull to care sixpence for the out¬ 
cry they made—within the last two months, since the | 
affairs of Mr. Sumner and Kansas have stirred np univer¬ 
sal amazement at the strange way in which the freedom | 
and enlightenment of onr American cousins are display¬ 
ing themselves, the whole subject of your institutions and 
the inflnence of slavery upon them have employed half 
the presses in the country. A London friend of mine 
connected with a newspaper tells me that he has 
least a hundred able articles in provincial papers 
subject. The Times has taken up American affairs with 
its usual gnato, and articles thoroughly Garrisonian have 
admitted into its columns. The names of Mes^s- 
Garrison and Phillips are becoming familiar to English 
readers, and the reasonableness of their actions and line 
of argument is admitted in London journals of the very 
highest position. No doubt there will be silly creatures 
found on yonr side to attribute this agreement of English 
editors with American Abolitionists as arising merely 
from the hatred of the former to the greatness, umty and 
glory of the land that expands beneath the shadow of the 
stripes and stars. But there can be no greater nonsense. 

I am sorry to say I think it probable that if it conld be 
shown to their satisfaction that slavery and liberty conld 
be combined into one firm, substantial, permanent, success¬ 
ful republic and body politic, there are many of these 
editors of all shades of political opinion amongst ns 
who would trouble their heads precious little about] 
the slaves. But they see so plainly now from the clerical 
lectures and manipulations of Doctors Pierce and Brooks 
that this can’t be done, that they give up the thing as past 
praying for. I do entreat you to get somebody to show 
ns how those American Siamese, Liberty and Slavery, can 
be induced to mtuntain their heavenly unity without any 
risk of their trenching in the slightest degree npon one 
another—as seems to be the Arcadian, innocent expecta¬ 
tion of most of the better class of Free Soil politicians. 
I know the Democrats don’t affect any snob romance and 
frankly ask the South to rule over them.

At such a time as this, when the most startling national 
events are pleading the cause of Freedom, with eloquence be¬ 
yond that of words, there is little need that we should accom¬ 
pany this annonucement with arguments or expostulations, 
urging the claims of onr Annual Fair. We doubt not that all 
those who have, heretofore, faithfully labonred in it will, this 
-, resume their labours, with increased zeal and diligence, 
that many who have never eaponaed our cause before will
